The Navy Department officials evidently ex-. 
pect the Chileans to have time to get their 


armored cruiser Capt. Pratt out of the hands 
of the Frensh contractors before hostilities be- 
gin, if there is a war. and certain preparations 
are being made that would hardly be necessa- 
ry if it was not believed the Atlantic coast 


be liable to attack by this powerful cruiser. 


‘If the Chileans are able to get it to sea they | 


considerable part of the naval force of this 
country at home. and divert it from the 
Chilean . coast. In this they would not 
succeed to any considerable extent, for it is 
doubtful if one’ modern cruiser that would 
otherwise go'to Chile would be left on the 
Eastern coast. It has been the plan from the 
start to keep at least one fast cruiser on the 
North Atiantic station, either the Newark or the 
Philadelphia being destined for this service, 
and, in addition to bemg hampered by this 
cruiser and by the Vesuvius and Cushing, the 
Capt. Pratt would find the entrance to every 
harbor or bay in which it could hope to 
replenish its coal bunkers guarded by one or 
more of the old single-turreted monitors in 
addition to the submarine mines, torpedoes, 
and the guns of the army. 

‘That the Cushing is being prepared for its 
part in this scheme of coast defense there can 
be no doubt, It war intended to fit it with 
tubes and launching apparatus for Whitehead 
torpedoes, but the plans have -been ‘suddenly 
changed, and. it is being titted withthe Howell 
apparatus as fast as the work ean be done. 
The reason for this is that none of the White- 
head torpedoes are yet approaching completion, 
while the Pratt & Whitney company have had 
one of the Howell torpedoes accepted by the 
department, and have thirty more, 80per cent, 
completed.. Under instructions from the 
Navy Department work is being pushed night 
and day to finish these weapons as tast as pos- 
sible. 

Within the last few days instructions have 
been sent to naval attachés at- London, Paris,. 
and Rome to acquaint the State Department 
with the movements of Chile’s agents both in 
Great Britain and on the continent. Similar 
instructaons have beén sent to the United 


| States Consuls at a number of the more im- 


portant maritime. cities in Europe. It is 
known that Chile has been qnietly negotiating 
with some of the big gun manufacturers for 
the purchase of heavy ordnanve and other 
rounitions of war. It is also well known that 
several of the brightest young mien in the 
Chilean army have been sent to Germany to 
study the latest modes of war as they find ex- 
pression in: ‘the Kaiser’s School of Military

New-Year’s day the ship starts out on a brief 
cruise in the direction of Gardner’s Island for 
the purpose of testing its newly-mounted 
guns. The test. of the new boilers’ and en- 
gines began iast night and has been satisfac- 
tory so far. The anticipated test of the guns 
of modern type with which the Miantonomah 
has lately . been provided is viewed 
with interest. by naval experts. Be- 
sides four ten-inch breech-loadmg rifles 
it has two .three-pounder Hotchkiss 
rapid-firing guns and two thirty-seven milli- 
metic Hotchkiss revolvingcannon. The Mian- 
tonomah has the newest thimg in ordnance in 
the shape of two six-pounder Driggs-Schroe- 
der rapid-firmg cannon. These guaus throw a 
six-pound highly explosive shell every 
fifteen or ‘twenty seconds from a dis- 
tance of 2,600 yards, and that with the 
greatest accuracy. They can be used 7,000 
or 8,000 yards away. First-Lieut. Walker 
says tliat probably two weeks will be taken 
up with the trials. When the tests are over it 
is expected that the Miantonomah as a har- 
bor-defense vessel, with its modern guns and 
low-water submerged hull, will be a match for 
any but the largest European battleships. 
Gardner’s Bay is the probable destination of 
the Miantonomah. When it has returned 
from the gun trials the ship’s officers think it 
may be sent off on a cruise to the North At- 


lantic. 


Rewarding the Victors.

VAr.PARAtso. Chile, Dec. 30.—By authority 
of Congress today it was decreed that Sefior 
Waldo Silva, one of the famous tnumvirate 
ofthe Junta, should receive asa reward for his 
great eervices in the Congressionalist cause 
the sum of 9,000 pesos a year for life, also the 
honors of a Viee-Admiral, free railroad trans- 
portation, and free postage. The same honors 
are bestowed on Sefior Barros Luco, another 
of the triumvirate, and he is. likewise to be 
presented with a library to cost $20,000. Ad- 
vices from the wheat districts are to the ef- 
fect that, notwithstanding the fears enter- 
tained about the wholesale destruction of 
crops from the invasion of locusts, the prod- 
uct will be about the same this year as last. 


President Montt today completed his Cabi-. 


net by the selestion of Juan Castillion as his 
Minister of Justice. The complexion of the 
Cabinet as now formed is as follows: Two Lib- 
erals, one Montt-Varista, one Radical, and two 
Conservatives ot Clericals. Its first act will be 
to consider Chile’s relations with the 
United States, itis said, as President Montt 
and his Cabinet have no wish to appear in a 
hostile attitude toward the American Repub- 
lic. It seems that there will now be a speedy 
solution of the questions pending. The re- 
view by the procurator fiscal of Judge of 
Crimes Foster’s report on the Baltimore out- 
rage will be completed tomorrow.

The American Express company officials 
in Chicago are sure of Sly’s connection with 
the Western Union Junction affair, Assistant 
Manager Antisdel says Sly has been suspected 
from the first, but no measures for his arrest 
had been taken so fur as tliey were concerned, 
his capture being the result of the work of the 
officers on the Glendale robbery. 

Sly’s arrest is the culmination of the joint 
labors of the Pinkerton National : Detective 
Agency, Chief Harrigan of the St. Louis 
police, and the ..-police officials. of 
San Francisco. His criminal record 
is a lengthy one,, and the notable 
crimes in which he has ‘figured are not few, 
Circumstances during the recent investigation 
of the express robberies have combined to 
render his capture a compafatively easy tmhat- 
ter. Ashe is an ex-convict, having served a 
seven-year term inthe Missouri Pénitentiary 
at Jefferson City, his sentence for the Glen- 
dale affair, should he be convicted, will prob- 
ably be for life. 

The gang of which Sly is charged with 
being the leader is the same that has beén 
operating extensively through the West within 
the last few months. The first rob- 
bery with which it is charged is that of 
the street-car barns at Omaha, Neb., in Octo- 
ber last, in which the members of the gang 
used dynamite and secured a large amount of 
money. They committed a robbery on the 
Metropolitan Street-Car barns in Kansas City 
in thesame month, tien came the robbery of 
the Pacific Express company on the Missouri 
Pacific railroad, near Omaha, the night of 
Nov, 4, and the Western Union Junction and 
Glendale robberies followed. ° 

Sly’s Career and Captures. 

The story of Sly’s arrival at Los Angeles, 
the circumstances that led up to it,/and the 
past achievements of Sly, as told by the Pink- 
ertons, is as follows: 

When William A. Pinkerton began: his 
investigation in connection. with the 
express robberies he found that 
Adeibert D. Sly, who, in 1883, while ‘acting as 
driver for the American Express company at.

Sly became associated with a gang of burg- 
lars who made their headquarters around 
Kansas' City and Omaba. On _receiv- 
ing information that was probdably 
concerned in this trai robbery, after 
the robbery at Western Union Junction, Mr. 
Pinkerton quietly began investigation towards 
locating Sly and succeeded in tracing him to 
St. Louis a few days previous to the Glendale 
robbery on the ’Frisco road. After that rob- 
bery Pinkerton’s force and the’forte of Chief 
of Police Harrigan of St. Louis joined hands in 
the search for this gang. Mr. Frank Murray, 
Supérintendent at Chicago, was sent to St. 
Louis, Mo., to take charge of that end of the 
matter, and he came daily in conference with 
Chief Harrigan. Some days after the rob- 
bery Chief Harrigan received valuable infor- 
mation from a furniture dealer who furnished 
houses om the installment plan concerning 
@ woman and four men renting a 
bouse on Swan avenue in St. Louis 
on the outskirte of the city; that this furni- 
ture man had fitted up the house on Swan 
avenue and the people’ occupying the same 
had mysteriously disappeared after the rob- 
bery, leaving the furniture and everything be- 
hind them. This Chief Harrigan, investigated 
and it was found that the house had been oc. 
cupied by a blonde woman, supposed to be 
the wife of one of the gang of four men. 
They disappeared from the house three days 
after the Glendale robbery. Their bagyzage 
was traced to the depot and the check num- 
bers showed that they were all bound West. 
Chief Harrigan’s men traced them to 
Omaha, where the party split up, tak- 
ing different directions for the West. 
Chief Harrigan’e men managed to get 
accurate descriptions of thé men and 
Sly’s identity was fixed beyond a question, aé 
also the identity of the woman connected with 
the gang. As Robert A. Pinkefton at this 
time was in California he was urged to re- 
main and assist the San Frari¢isco police, 
who had been communicated with in this case. 
Ten days ago information was received that 
Adelbert D. Sly had split from the balance of 
the gang and gone by way of Denver to South- 
ern California. R. A. Pinkerton went af once 
to San Diego and searched that place thor- 
oughiy, going to Los Angeles, arriving there a 
week ago. For several days he kept up a 
search of the saloons, gambling-houses, and 
places of that kind without success: Through 
a breakage in the railroad there had been no 
mail delivered for three days at Los Angeles. 
Arrested in the Postoffice, 
Saturday last Mr. Robert A. Pinkerton ac- 
com panied by Ross Whitaker of the San Fran- 
cisco detective force and an officer of the Los 
Angles police force, took up a watch on the 
postoffice and express offices at that point. 
All these men were-furnished with photo- 
graphs and accurate deseriptions of Sly. On 
the afternoon of Saturday last Mr. Pinkerton 
observed a man in the postoffice at Los Angeles 
who ariswered closely ‘to the description of 
Sly and resembled the old . photograph which 
he had closely. Tapping him on the shoulder 
and stepping up and taking his hand so that he 
could not attempt to use a gun, as Sly isa 
desperate character, Mr. Pinke addressed 
him by the name of Sly, denied his 
identity and said hie name was A. S. Denton. 
That settled it in Mr, Pinkenton’s mind at 
once, for Sly’s right name is Adelbert Denton

* At the time Sly - robbed the Keita Ex- 
press company, while in its employ, he was 
living with his wife. She gave up the 
moaey, and said she would sooner 
starve than live of crime, This 
expression impressed us favorably, but I am 
inclined to think she has since accepted such 
means of subsistence, as she’ has 
lived with ‘him since. his: discharge 
from prison. She - ‘was a. small 
man, but nervous and wiry. He was-not an 
educated man, but “ gritty’ and intelligent. 
If he had rested for a time after the Western 
Union Junction affair he might have remained 
at liberty for some timie to come. From the 
descriptions we received at that time it was 
impossible to connect him with the operation, 
although, as I said, we suspected him on gen- 
eral principles.” 


HISTORY OF THE WISCONSIN ROBBERY 


The Attack on the Train Near Western 
Union Junction. 

What is known as the Western Union 
Junction robbery was perpetrated shortly 
after midnight Nov. 12, 1891, It was 
regarded as particularly bold because it 
happened only eighteen miles from Milwav- 
kee, ten miles fronr Racine, and in a thickly 
settled country. The robbers boarded t 
train at Western Union Junction. One 
of them was seen by the fireman 
of the train standing*on the front platform 
of the baggage car, just before the train start- 
ed to pull away from the Junction. This fact 
has never been made public before, as the de- 
tectives expected much assistance from the 
fireman in identifying that man, should they 
succeed in making a.capture. 

Just after the train left the station two men 
climbed over the tender, and with shotguns 
and big revolvers leyeled at the tireman or- 
dered him to stop the train. The stop was 
made a mile from the junction, and the ban- 
dits, who wore rude masks and were liberal 
with profanity, ordered the engineer and fire 
man from the cab, and made them walk be- 
fore them to the express car. The messenger 
refused to open the door of that car, and one 
of the robbers lighted a dynamite bomb 
and hurled tt against the car door. The mes- 
senger held out against them aud the robbers 
tried another bomb, which they threw into the 
car through the window of one of the side doors. 
The car was shattered, the express messenger 
and his assistant were knocked down, and the 
contents of the car were scattered pel! mell. 


The robbers then compelled the trainmen 


in pulling three safes 
from the car. The Messenger gave up 
the key to the way safe, from which 
the bandits secured $4,700 in money and a lot 
of papers, The other boxes were combination 
safes, and either through haste or fright the 
robbers did not attemptto open them, al- 
though they might easily have been shattered 
with the dynamite, with which the robbers ap- 
peared tobe well supplied. The American 
Express company never made public the value 
of the contents of those two safes, but if the 
robbers had opened them they would have

ADMITTED INTO LODGE BY A REVOLVER. 


An Expelled Pythian Is Reinstated and 
Shoots the Door Full of Hotes. 
Wauretine, W. Va., Dec, 30.—[S -J—A 
shooting affair occurred in a Knights of 
Pythias lodge at Harrisville last night. 5S. S. 
Stewart, editor of the Ritchie Revielle, was 
expelled without a trial some time since on 
charges preferred by J. 8. Sigler, & fellow 
member and editorof a rival paper, the Re- 
view. The quarrel between them was of a po- 
litical nature. Stewart carried his case to the 
Grand Lodge of the State and that body rein- 
stated him and censured the subordinate lodge 
for taking cognizance of political matters.

presented the decision of the Grand Lodge, 
and demanded recognition. The emt vo scoas 
refused to recognize the Grand Lodge’s 
authority and ordered Stewart ejected. Stew- 
art warned the officers to desist, but they made 
for him, and after a desperate fight succeeded 
in getting Stewart into the ante-room and 
closing the door, The editor then bombarded 
the door with his revolver, and after shooting 
it full of holds the lodge within sufrendered. 
He was permitted to enterand take his seat, 
He conquered ana participated in the banquet 
which followed the regular lodge meeting.

Irate Ex-Judge Crow Threateas. the Life 
of a Witness in the Box.
